(Proviso added to Artlcle IV, Section 31.)

Provided further, that noihing contained in this constitution shall
prohibit the use of state money or credif, in aiding veterans who served
in the milifary or naval service of the United States during time of war,
in the acquisition of. or payments Lar, farms ar homes, or in projeets of
land secttlement or in the development of such farms or homes or land
sel llemenl projects for the benefit of such veterans.

The California veferans' welfare hond act of 1921 (statutes of 1921,
chapter 578). as cnacted at the forty-Lourth session of the logislature of
the State of California, authorizing the issuance and sale of slate honds
in the sum of ten million doliars, for the purpose of creating a fund to
carry out the provisions of the California veterans' welfare act, providing
land settlement for sveferans (statules of 1921, chapter H580), and the
provisions of the “veterans’ farm and home purchase act,” providing farm
and home aid for ielerans (statules of 1921, chapler 519), is hereby
approved, adopted, legalized, validuted and made fully and completely
elfcetive irrespective of t{he vote that may be cast upon the proposition
of approving or disapproving such veterans’ wellare hond act of 1921 at
the general eleetion of Novembor 7, 1922, All provisions of Lhis section
shall be self-executing and shall not require any legislative action in
furtherance thereof, but this shall not prevent such legislative action.

Noeetion thirty-four of article four of the econstitution of the Siale of
Californin is hereby amended Lo read as follows:

provided by.existing law or recommended by him, and of all its institu-
tions, departments. hoards, burenuy, commissions, officers, smployees and
other agencies. and of all estimated revennes, for cach fiseal year of the
ensuinz hienninl period: together with a eomparison. as to each item of
revennes and expenditures, with the actual revenues and expenditures
for the first fiseal year of the oxixting biennial period and the actual and
estimated revenues and expendilures for the second fiseal year therecof.
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If the proposed expenditures for the ensuing biennial period shall exceed
the estimated revenues therefor, the governor shall recommend the sources
from which the additional revenue shall he provided. The governor, and
also the governor-eleet, siall have the power to require any institution,
department, board, bureau, commission, officer, employee or other agency
to furnish bim with any information which he may deem nccessary in
connection with the budget or to assist him in its preparation. The budget
shall be aceompanied by an appropriation bill covering the proposed expendi-

‘tures. to be known as tle budgel bill. The budget bill shall be intro-

duced immediately into each house of the legislaiure by the respeclive
chairmen of the commiilres having o do with appropriations, and shall
be subject {o all the pravisions of section fifleen of this article. The
governor may at any time ameud or supplement the budget and propose
amendmenis to the hudget bill before or after its enacimeni, and each
such amendmnent shiall be teferred in each house to the commiltee to which
the budget bill was origiially referred. Uniil the budget hill has been
finally enacted. neither house shall place upon final passage any other
appropriation bill, except emergency bills recommended by the governor,
or approprintions for ihe salaries. mileage aud expenses of the senate and
assembly. No bill makin:, an apprapriaiion of money. except the hudget
bill, shall contain more ilian one item of appropriation, and that for one
smglp and certain purposc {o be therein expressed. In any approprintion
bill passed by the legislatnre, the governor may reduce or eliminate any
one or more iiems of appoprintion of money while approyving other por-
tions of the bill, whereupon the effect of such action and the {nrther
procedure shall be as ])mndul in scction sixteen of this article. Section
{wenty-nine of this article is hercby repealed, In case of conflict between
this section and any other portion of this constitution, the provmons of
this section shall govern. exeept that any item of appropriation in the
hudget ael. olher than for the usual current expenses of the statle, shall
be subjert to the referendum, 'Che legislature shall enact all laws neces-
sary or desirable to earry oul the purposes of 1his section, and may enact
additional provisiuns not ibconsistent herewith.

An act piescribing the tcrms upon which liccnses may be issucd to prac-
titioners of chiropractie, crealing the state bourd of chiropraclic
ceaminers and declaring its poiwrers and dutics, prescribing ponaltics
for violation hercof. and repealing all ucts and parts of acts incon-
gistent hercuath.

The people of the State of Califoruia do cract as follvics:

Section 1. A beard is herchy created to be known as {he “staie
bonrd of chiropractic examiners,” hereinaftor referred to nse the boand,
which shall consist of five mombers, citizens of the State of Californin,
appuinied by the governor. Each member must have pursued a resident
course in a regularly incoryorated chiropractic school or college, and must
be a graduate thereof and hold a diploma therefrom,

Ench member of the heard first appointed hercunder shall have prac-
ticed chiropracti¢ in the State of California for a period of threc years
pext preceding the daie upon whieh {his aet takes effecl, thereafier
appoiniees shall he licontiates herenndryr. No {wo persons shall serve
simuliancously as members of said board. whose first diplomas were issued
by the anme school or eollege of chiropractic. nor shall more than two
maembaers be residenis of sny one eounmy of the state. Aud no person
cohnecied with any ehirooractic school or college shall Lie eligible to
appointmeni ns a member of the board. Euach member of the beard.
except the socretary, shall receive a per diem of ten dollars for cach
day during which be is actually engnged in the discharge of his dutics,
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together with his actual and neeessary traveling expenses incurred in
vonnection with the performanee of the duties of his office, such per diem
traveling expenses and other incidental eapenses of the hoard or of its
memberd to be paid oul of {he fumds of tho board Lereinalter defined and
not from the siate’s taxues.

Size. 2, Within sixty days of the date upon which this act takes
cffect, the govermor shall appoint the members of the board. Of the
members first appoinied, one shall be appointed for a term of one year,
two for Lwo 3ears, and two for three years, Thereafter. each appointment
shall be for the term of three vears. exernt that an appointment to fill a
vacaney shall be for the uneapired term only. TWach member shall serve
until his suceessor has been appwinted and qualified. ‘The governnr may
remove n member frofn the board after receiving sufficient proof of the
inability or misconduct of said wmember.

Sec. 3. The hoard shall convene within thicty days after the appoint-
ment of its members, and shall organize by the clection of a president,
viee president and sceretary, all to he chosen {rom the members of the
bonrd.

1[e shall keep a true
and accurate account of all funds receved and of all expendilures incurred
or authorized by the board, and on the first day of December of each year
he shall file wirh the governor a report of all reecipts and disbursements
and of the proeredings of the buawd for the preceding tiseal year,

SEc. 4. The board shall have power:

(a) To adopt a seal, wiich shall he aflixed {o all licenses issued by
the board,

(4) To adopl [rom Lime {o time such rules and regulations as the board
may deem proper and necessary for the performance of its work, copies of
such rules and regulations to be liled with the secretary of state for public
inspection,

(¢} o examine applicants and Lo issue and revoke licenses {0 practice
chiropractie, as hercin provided.

(d) To snmmon wiinegses and lo take testimeny as to matiers pertain-
ing to fis duties: and each member shall have power Lo adminisier oaths
and take aflidavits.

(¢) To do any and all things necessary or incidental to the excreise
of the powers and dutics herein granied ur imposed.

four hundred hours. exiended over a period of three school terms of atl
least six months each, and must give satisfactory proof of havine attended
not less than ninety per eent of said two thousand four hundred hours,
and shall present 1o the board at the time of making such applieation, a
diploma from a hizh school, or proof, satisfactory 1o the board, of edueca-
tion equivalent in training power to a high school course.

120 Each person praciicing chiropraetic within this state shall,
on or before the first day of January of each year, after a license is
issued to him as herein provided, pay to said board of chiropractic cxam-
iners a renewal fee of Lwo dollars, The secretary shall, on or before
November first of caeh year, mail to all licensed chiropractors in this
state a notice that the rencwal fee will be due on or hefore the first day
of January neat following., Nothing in this act shall be constrned o
require the reeecipts to he recorded in like manner as original licenses.

The provisions of said sinte medienl practice act. approved
June 2, 1918, and acis amendatory thereof are hereby declared to be
applicable Lo said board of osteopathie examiners in respeet to all of the
aforesaid matters and all other watiers now or herealter preseribed by
law relating to the graduates of osteopuihic colleges holding or applying
for any form of cerlificate ot license.
